The Chi • 
cago people took the matter up with 
Secretary Loeb, and he wired back 
that the president preferred to hav e 
them meet him at the Wells street 
depot in Chicago. 
May or Elwards communicated with

The south side schools will conv ene 
at 8 :30 o’clock tomorrow 
morning.

If the day is pleasant it is estl-1 
mated that 10,000 people will be at 
the Northwestern depot to see the j 
president. 
People will come from 
three and four miles each way to 
Dix on, 
There will be ov er 2,000 
school children present. 


HAS RIGHT OF WAY. 
The circular from the superinten. 
dent’s office in Chicago states: “ This 
train will be giv en right of way ov er 
all trains and all passenger trains will 
olear their time thirty minutes and 
all freigbt trains one hour. 
A pilot 
engine with coach containing road- 
masters and assistant superintendent 
will be run ahead of this ex tra train, 
clearing the time at all stations fif­ 
teen minutes. 
No freight trains will 
be mov ed on this date ex cepting those 
absolutely necessary to handle liv e 
stock, perishable and time freight aDd 
regular way 
freights 
All 
freight 
trains and road cr switching mov e­ 
ments on tracks adjacent to the east­ 
ward main track will be required to 
be brought to an absolute standstill 
thirty minutes before the scheduled 
time of the President’s train and will 
remain standing till after this train 
has passed. 
Trainmen must inspect 
and secure all side doors on the side 
nex t to the track on which the special 
runs. 
Agents at stations where flag­ 
poles are placed will see that flags 
are 
properly display ed 
before the 
scheduled time of arriv al of this train 
and 
if 
citizens 
wish 
to 
add 
decorations to stations or grounds 
this company will interpose no objec­ 
tions. All hand cars and dump cars 
must be kept off the main track for at 
least one hour before the scheduled 
time of this train, and all construc­ 
tion and other work gangs must keep 
their wagons, scrapers, etc., off the 
main track for the same length of 
time. 
CROSSINGS TO BE GUARDED. 
Instructions hare been issued to 
roadmasters to prov ide flagmen for 
ev ery street and highway crossing 
along the entire route, This train 
will stop at Sterling, Dix on and De- 
Kalb, and at these stations the stops 
will be made with the rear end of the 
train at the ex treme east end of the 
station platform, thereby giv ing the 
people who may hav e assembled there 
full use of the platform. 
Agents 
must arrange with the local auttor- 
lties for proper police protection. 
In­ 
structions hav e been issued that the 
speed of this train though stations 
must be slow enough to av oid danger 
to the public and at the same time 
av oid any other than scheduled stops.

The clo sing ho urs o f the assem bly in 
th e ho use a t night attracted the « rual 
cro wd. 
As early as 7 o ’clo ck the gal­

TRAINING FOR BUSINESS 


Univ ersity o f Illino is Offers Ex cellent 
Co urses fo r Yo ung Men. 


The State Univ ersity of Illinois has 
ju st issu ed its third circu lar describ­ 
ing the cou rses of trainiDg offered in 
the Univ ersity for bu siness and com­ 
mercial life. The aim and scop e of 
the cou rses is first described and a few 
words are said abou t tbe adv antage of 
a u niv ersity edu cation for bu siness 
life. The au thorities of the Univ er 
sity seem to hav e the right idea when 
they say that they aim to giv e stu ­ 
dents a knowledge of general p rinci­ 
p les and to gradu ate them while they 
are y et y ou ng enou gh to adap t them­ 
selv es to the conditions of p ractical 
bu siness life. Moreov er, they ex p ect 
their gradu ates to begin at tbe begin­ 
ning, insisting that the adv antage of 
a u niv ersity training comes from the 
rap idity with 
which well trained 
men will rise. The cou rses offered 
are 
regu lar 
u niv ersity 
cou rses 
leading to tbe degree of bachelor 
of arts, and are sev en in 
nu m­ 
ber: General bu siness cou rse, cou rse 
in commerce and consu lar serv ice, 
banking, railway transp ortation, in­ 
su rance, city gov ernment, and news­ 
p ap er work, 
There are sev eral su b­ 
jects requ ired of all stu dents, irre­ 
sp ectiv e of the cou rse they take. 
Among these are a certain amou nt of 
foreign langu age, rhetoric, English, 
literatu re, p hilosop hical stu dy and 
science. 
Aside from these requ ire­ 
ments, the bu lk of the wo rk is in 
social 
and 
indu strial eco no mics, 
history , and p olitical science. 
The wo rk is clo sely a llied with the 
technica l subjects o f a g riculture a nd 
eng ineering , a nd stu dents a re a ble to 
g et a g o o d dea l o f technica l study a t 
the sa me time tha t they a re pursuing 
their business co urses. This g iv es a 
pra ctica l fla v o r to 
the wo rk. The 
co urses a s o utlined seem well a da pted 
to their purpo se. The co urse o ffered 
in prepa ra tio n fo r public serv ice in 


city gov ernment and the consu lar and 
dip lomatic serv ice, 
shou ld attract 
wide attention. 
You Dg men who ex p ect to go into 
bu siness and are able to take a u ni 
v ersity training in p rep aration there­ 
for, will do well to send for one of 
these circu lars.

A y oung doctor beginning to practice 
is terribly handicapped by the rule 
under which any m edical man who ad­ 
vertises is ex pelled from the profes­ 
sion, say s the Leeds M ercury . 
lie 
m ay be an ex trem ely gifted phy sician 
or surgeon, and y et if he lias not cap­ 
ital to buy a practice or interest w ith 
the governors of some hospitals he 
does not succeed in earning enough 
during the first few y ears to keep 
body and soul together. 
Of course the result is th a t all sorts 
of dodges are adopted to evade and de­ 
fea t the rule against advertising. 
It 
is well known In the profession th a t 
reputation and a large clientele depend 
more on the success w ith which this is 
accom plished than on real scientific 
ability . 
A celebrated London surgeon 
ouee adm itted to the w riter th at he 
rose to the top of the tree by getting 
into his carriage several tim es a month 
and driving a t a terrific pace through 
a half dozen streets. Sometimes he va­ 
ried this by forgetting to take a neces­ 
sary instrum ent when visiting a patient 
and then sending his driver back for it 
hot haste. N aturally people w ere much 
im pressed by the procedure, lafiieving 
th a t Surgeon D. m ust bt* an ex cellent 
surgeon since he w as so often called to 
desperate cases. 
Another London JEsculapi 11s owes an 
income of Flo.000 a y ear to an ingen­ 
ious stratagem , on which he risked the 
last couple of hundred poun ls he had 
In the world. H aving a very intelligent 
sister who w as desirous of helping him, 
he ex plained to her the difficulty of 
m aking a practice by sim ply putting a 
brass plate on the door and hanging 
out a red lam p and induced her to be 
his accomplice in w hat w as not far re­ 
moved from a fraud on the public. H er 
part in the plot w as to take a drug 
which paraly zed her limbs and gave 
her the appearance of being in the last 
stages of fatal illness. Then she w as 
taken In an am bulance to apartm ents 
In a fashionable west end street, in or­ 
der, so to speak, as a forlorn hope, to 
place herself under the care of Dr. X. 
Dr. X., her brother, had m eanw hile 
taken rooms In a* neighboring street, 
put up his brass plate and hired a car­ 
riage w ith a spanking pair of horses. 
Three tim es every day he spent au 
hour w ith the invalid, while the car­ 
riage drove up and down the street. 
H e cleverly m anaged to have it report­ 
ed th a t his patient had been given up 
as a hopeless case by all the big med­ 
ical men of London. At the end of two 
m onths he had cured her, and patieuts 
began to pour into his w aiting room. 
B ut the m ost successful method of all 
is to w rite a popular medical book or a 
sem im edical m agazine article or even 
a letter to the daily press. One medical 
man found th a t a religious poem which 
he sent w ithout any ulterior motives 
to a widely circulated church m agazine 
proved better than a K londike gold 
mine. It is also know n th a t the best 
pay ing patients are not the really sick, 
but those who im agine they are. 
These foolish people devour dictiona­ 
ries of m edicine and m edical journals, 
and no cue knows this better than the 
pushing doctor. 
In fact, tlv? medical 
journals are more ex tensively read by 
the laity than by the medical fratern i­ 
ty , and the doctor who can get a clever 
article published in one of them is sure 
to draw patients. L etters to the new s­ 
papers on occasions such as an epi­ 
demic, the vivisection agitation and 
the like are equally effective. And no 
doubt they would be more num erous 
but for the curious fact th a t the study 
of medicine seems to destroy the pow er 
of w riting well. 
But probably the best advertisem ent 
a doctor can have is to l>o em ploy ed in 
some cause eelebre. 
This is partly the 
ex planation of the ex traordinary spec­ 
tacle now and then w itnessed in the 
courts of three or four medical men 
sw earing th a t a certain wound could 
easily be self inflicted or th a t death 
w a s undoubtedly due to arsenic, while 
three or four more pledge them selves 
th a t the wound could not by any pos­ 
sibility be self inflicted and th a t ar­ 
senic had nothing w hatever to do w ith 
the death. 
G reat is the schem ing to 
get engaged in one of those trials, for 
the publicity is w orth a diam ond mine. 
Still another plan is to get up a hos­ 
pital for the cure of some special dis­ 
ease. 
For this purpose several doctors 
often club together and w ith funds of 
their own, plus w hat they can get from 
the charitable public, open a hospital 
for skin diseases or deform ities or ail­ 
m ents of any and every organ. 
Their 
nam es are not only advertised in the 
press, by circulars and a t all kinds of 
dinners and annual m eetings, but often 
they are put up on a large board out­ 
side the hospital, and they who would 
otherw ise rem ain obscure become fa­ 
mous and get patients from the four 
com ers of the kingdom. 
One of the most famous w a y s of ad­ 
v ertising is the issuing of bulletins 
about the health of some man of note. 
Ev en if he have only a sty in his ey e 
the public Is kept acquainted with its 
progress. 
In that case the doctor al­ 
ready has nearly all the reputation and 
patients he cares for, but lesser lights 
often have their names associated with 
the crack phy sician, and ev ery bulle 
tin is worth a hundred guineas to them. 
A doctor would giv e a deal to hav e it 
announced in the papers that he has 
returned from a well earned holiday in 
Norway or the Mediterranean, and 
many a medical man owes his com­ 
fortable income to the friendly editor 
who say s something about him In the 
column of personal news. 
Most of these methods are open only 
to the dty practitioner. The men who 


settle in sm all tow ns have to adopt dif­ 
ferent m eans. 
G enerally they m ake 
use of all their arts to m ake friends 
w ith the ladies. 
They try to be very 
charm ing at garden parties and b a ­ 
zars. attend church regularly and some­ 
tim es have a note brought to them in 
the m iddle of sen-ice and hurry aw ay . 
They endeavor to m ake them selves 
popular in the local clubs, or get re­ 
m arkable by the possession of a spir­ 
ited horse, or bleach their hair to look 
wise, or give a public lecture. 
Some­ 
tim es they wiu attention through the 
efforts of a tactful wife. 
Another very good plan, open to the 
provincial as well as the city doctor, is 
to send testim onials to some wine or 
m ineral w ater im porter or to a m anu­ 
facturer of sanitary clothing and occa­ 
sionally to a quack m edicine vender. 
In this way they get their nam es con­ 
stantly in the local papers w-ithout in­ 
fringing the rule against advertising. 
The w orst of it all, from the public 
point of view, is th a t it is not the best 
phy sician or surgeon who gets the 
greatest reputation, but the best m an 
of business. And w hile patients crowd 
to the fashionable houses of m ediocre 
doctors who have cleverly advertised 
them selves the m ost skillful phy sicians 
and surgeons of all grow rusty and all 
but starve in back streets.

T he Ctinn» r« * "Which tin* Come Over 
th e S pirit of th e Time*. 
In the m iddle of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury a m an of forty -five w as regarded 
alm ost elderly , and a wom an of the 
sam e age w as ex pected to have long 
since cut herself adrift from all ties 
binding her to her y outh and to assum e 
the appearance and deportm ent of a 
staid, ex em plary m atron.

seemly . 
The gulf which once sep arat­ 
ed the m iddle aged pareut from his 
children has been filled up. 
The cur­ 
tain which shrouded the m iddle aged 
m an generally from the ey es of y outh 
and which caused him to be regarded 
w-lth respect if not w ith aw e has been 
lifted, and in obedience to the sam e in­ 
fluences which have m ade the school­ 
m aster the friend of the schoolboy and 
the regim ental officer alm ost the com­ 
rade of his men the m iddle aged m an 
of today is never so happy as w hen 
w orking or play ing upon an equality 
and actually In com petition w ith y outh. 
As w ith men. so it is w ith women. 
Social statisticians tell us th a t the age 
at which women are considered m ost 
eligible for m arriage has been very not­ 
ably advanced of late y ears, and we 
know th a t the lam ent of m any a m atch­ 
m aking m am m a is th a t the m ost dread­ 
ed rivals of her darling are not to be 
found so much am ong the girls of her 
own age as am ong wom en who not 
m any y ears ago would have been rele­ 
gated to the ranks of hopeless old 
maidenhood. The fact that the m iddle 
aged w om an of today is much y ounger 
in m anner and tastes is. of course, not 
the oniy reason for this, but it is am ong 
th e m ost i>otent.—London Spectator.
